1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

Action dated 08/31/2009, Applicants have amended claims 1, 3, 4 and 8-10. 
Claims 1, 3, 4 and 8-10 are now pending in the application.

4. Claims 1 , 3, 4 and 8-1 0 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter 
claims 1,3 and 4: the limitations "an electronic communications circuit comprising: a 
first substrate including a first coil ... is connected to a transmitter circuit having a delay 
element; a second substrate including a second coil ... is inductively coupled to said 
first coil... and a third substrate including a third coil ...is inductively coupled to said first 
and second coils,... and said first and second receiver circuits receive a digital signal 
transmitted by said transmitter circuit" in combination with other claimed limitations in 
independent claim 1 is not disclosed or suggested by the prior art of record. Claims 3 
and 4 are directly dependent upon claim 1 . 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter 
claims 8-10: the limitations "an electronic communications circuit comprising: a first 
substrate including a first coil ...is connected to a transmitter circuit having a delay 
element; a second substrate including a second coil ...is inductively coupled to said first 
coil, ...and a third substrate including a third coil ... is inductively coupled to said first 
and second coils, ...and said first and second receiver circuits receive a digital signal 
transmitted by said transmitter circuit. " in combination with other claimed limitations in 
independent claim 8 is not disclosed or suggested by the prior art of record. Claims 9 
and 10 are directly dependent upon 
claim 8.
